Harrlsburg:, Feb. 15—(JP)—A handful of Republican legislators 
today held the balance of power In a white hot struggle in the general 
assembly over controversial gasoline and soft drink taxes. 


Gov. James H. Duff's Republican forces won every round in the 
preliminary fighting in the house with GOP leaders predicting victory 
in the final vote late today. 
"I am completely optimistic," Rep. Charles H. Brunner, Jr., Re- 
publican floor leader. "All of the governor's tax program Is going 
through." 
Involved are proposals to boost the state's gasoline tax to five 
cents a gallon for two years and to continue the contested soft drink 
ylevy until 1951. Other administra- 
tion tax measures are unopposed. 
Duff himself stayed hi the battle 
over taxes yesterday when he told 
newsmen: 


"I think it ought to be made 
abundantly clear that if we are 
going to do the things outlined in 
the (administration) program, we 
have to have the money. The only 
way I know to get the money Is 
by taxes." 


He denied any administration 
move was afoot to dump the soft' 
drink tax In favor of some other 
levy and Insisted It waa needed to

M'Arthur Plea 
For More Men 
Turned Down 


Washington, Feb. 15—(JP)—The 
Army has turned down a request 
by General Douglas MacArthur for 
more troops. 
Secretary of the Army Royall 
said today the supreme Allied com- 
mander in Japan had been told It 
would be "impractical" to send 
him any more. 
Royall made the statement to 
reporters on returning from an in- 
spection trip to Japan where he 
conferred with MacArthur. 


At the time of Royall's visit 
there, dispatches from Tokyo said 
MacArthur had submitted a secret 
report on the American military 
situation In Japan in view of Com- 
munist victories In China. These 
dispatches said MacArthur was be- 
lieved to have asked for riTore 
troops and airplanes. 


Royall was asked about the re- 
porta. He replied that MacArthur 
previously had expressed hope he 
could have more 
troops ' and 
brought up the request again. 
The secretary spent 18 days In 
the Pacific area, including six days 
in Japan. 


Dispatches reporting on MacAr- 
thur's plea for larger forces said 
the issue he raised waa the same 
one that had been raised during 
the war: Whether the Pacific and 
the Orient should be slighted In 
favor of a major military concen- 
tration in Europe. 


MacArthur was said to be con- 
cerned about the southward push 
of the Chinese Communists and t 
possibility that a Communist-held 
China might disintegrate Into war- 
lordlsm.

Inflation has made the informa- 
tion return requirement apply now 
to a considerable number of per- 
sons who never heard of the re- 
quirement before. It has been in 
the law for more than 25 years. 
Take the case of renters, for 
instance. 
A great many more 
now pay sums in excess of the $600 
minimum than was the case a few 
years ago, and hence are now re- 
quired to file information returns. 
This should be noted carefully, 
however: Rent payments of over 
$600 last year need be reported on 
an information return only if they 
were paid directly to an individual 
landlord. 


If your landlord Is a corpora- 
tion, or if he Is an Individual whom 
you pay through his agent, no in- 
formation return is required no 
matter how big the rent is. 


The $600 figure is the smallest 
on which information returns are 
required in the case of payments of 
interest, salaries, wages or other 
personal compensation not subject 
to withholding tax deductions. 


Unlike Income tax returns them- 
selves, information returns must in 
all cases be sent to the Revenue 
Bureau's processing division at 
Kansas City, Mo.

on every 12 ounces of bottled soft 
drinks, and a half cent on every 
ounce of syrup used in making 
fountain drinks.

He listed some $67,000,000 in 
what he termed unexpended funds 
for construction, appropriated in 
the last four years.

"MONSTER" TELEVISION 


The steady coaxial progress of television is going to 


cause some changes in the American way of life as we have 
known it for the last 25 years. For one thing, it threatens 
to restore to home and fireside an importance they haven't 
enjoyed since the horseless carriage put the whole nation 
on the road. • 


It also threatens the setup of the entertainment busi- 


ness, particularly radio. 
The consensus of the prophets 


of broadcasting seems to be that television is going to 
turn upon and destroy the parent that bore it. Performers, 
producers and manufacturers have been warning that 
radio was doomed almost from the day that video added 
Howdy Doody to our cultural heritage. 


This may seem only mildly interesting to the average 


citizen unless he has developed an early allergy to tele- 
vision. But it would cause quite a shakeup in the business 
and financial world. Radio manufacturing and broadcast- 
jig investments run into huge figures. 


Amidst predictions of gloom, a minority report by 


John W. Craig may be worth noting. Mr. Craig is gen- 
eral manager of Crosley division of Avco Manufacturing 
Corp. And he saya his company is going to keep right 
on making radios. It's going to make television sets, too. 
But he doesn't think that the infant is going to do away 
with the ancestor. 


He lists some persuasive reasons for his stand. One is 


that radio permits more mobility than television. Today a 
housewife can pursue her domestic tasks at the same time 
a soap opera heroine pursues her troubled career. 
The 


housewife can believe that Portia is facing life without hav- 
ing to sit down and watch Portia do it. 


He likewise notes that eyes do tire after a long stretch 


of video. This, he believes, is another point for radio. 
"Hav« you ever heard of 'ear strain'?" he asks. Maybe he 
meant that as a rhetorical question, but he's getting a 
direct answer from us. Yes. 
However, we concede him 


Hi point. 


For a clincher, Mr. Craig recalls auch earlier jeremiads 


as these: The telegraph would replace the postal system; 
th« telephone would do away with the telegraph; radio 
communications would scrap the telephone. Automobiles 
•were going to doom railroads. So were airplanes. Sound 
movies would kill the legitimate theater. 
Radio would 


make phonographs obsolete and steal most of the news- 
papers' advertising revenue. And so on. 


Mr. Craig thinks that .in 10 years the amount of radio 


listening time and the number of radios in our homes and 
car* may be reduced by about half. But he thinks that 
100 per cent television coverage of the country is «nany 
year* away. 
Radio will shrink, he believes, but not 


disappear. We are inclined to agree. In fact, the new 
competition may improve radio by forcing the broadcast- 
ers to throw out a lot of deadwood and strike for better 
quality. 


Having experienced our full share of errors, and then 


soine, during the past ten months we receive encourage- 
ment from a passage lifted from the editorial page of the 
distinguished and capably edited Titusville Herald.

quote: As to errors appearing in The Herald that is true 
and will continue to be, we are sorry to say.

Through Hoover Plan Protests

TYTASHINGTON—(NEA)—Highest pressure Ij-'-jying job Washington 
" has seen in a long time is the organized campaign to keep the 
Army Corps of Engineers from being deprived of its civilian flood 
control, rivers and harbors work by ex-President Koover's Comniissicn 
en Organization of the Executive Branch oi the Government.

2000 wires have rained down on Sen. John L. McClellan of Arkansas, 
chairman oi the Committee on Expenditures. In addition, several oi, 
the individual senators on the committee admit having received from 
50 to 100 telegrams and letters apiece. 


The whole business looks like something that West Virginia Sen. 


Harley M. Kilgore's proposed lobbying investigation might well loo!: 
into. It would take a long and caraiul Investigation, tracing every 
one of these wires to its source, to determine what organizations 
inspired the campaigns.

President Hoover has blamed the Corps o* Engineers itself tor 


having mobilized its friends. That might be hard to prove, for there 
is a specific lav; agair.st such activity '03' a government agency. 
But 


the effect is the same. Even a cursory examination oi ths %vlr£5 
reveals definite patterns from recognizable pressure group;. 
"pRIME MOVERS have apparently been the so-called "water Icbby," 


made up of organizations interested in flood control, navigation, 


rivers and harbors—plus the Associated General Contractors of 
America. 


For the v.ater lobby, the National Rivers and Harbors Congress, 


which has a number of congressmen or. its directorate, admits having 
ser.t out flocks of telegrams to interested organisations, calling their 
attention to proposed legislation which does net specifically exempt 
Corps of Engineers from reorganization plans. 


Associated General Contractors in its Jan. 28 Washington letter 


called its members' attention to "Government reorganization and the 
Corps of Engineers." The letter did not tell its members to v.'ire their 
congressmen. It just gave all necessary information, including names 
of committee members and numbers of bills, S. 523 and H. R. 1559. 


Results from furnishing this information are obvious. Scares oi 


contractors wired in. State Associations of General Contractors wired 
frcm New York, New Jerssy, California and Washington. Of 20 
protests from New York, 16 were from contractors. 


One telegram from Los Angeles signed: "N. I.I. Ball and Sons, Harms 


and Parker, Inc." said more frankly than the rest: -''After completing 
several million dollars worth of work under Corps of Engineers, v.-e 
found them very efficient and feel that no reorganization plan affecting 
that department is necessary." 
TNFLUENCE of water lobby organizations was far more potent, 


however. Wires have poured in from 40 states. Biggest catches 


of telegrams were 130 from Arkansas and 137 from California. Florida 
citizens sent 62, Washington state 41. Nebraska, Minnesota, Indiana, 
Illinois, Georgia and Oregon sent over 30. 


The whole campaign was smart. There were no identical form wires. 


The short wires, in varying language, hit the same theme, over and 
over again: "Reference bill S. 526 we oppose curtailing civil functions 
Corps of Engineers." Norfolk, Neb., Bridge and Construction Co. 
wired: "We ask your opposition to S. 526. We are definitely opposed 
to government agencies replacing private enterprise." There are no 
such proposals in the bill, indicating some people were misinformed. 


But all this is powerful pressure which the Senate will find hard 


•to resist. 
In two previous attempts to put through government. 


reorganization bills, Army Corps cf Engineers was exempted. 
Mr. 


Hoover says if they do it again, it will be the end o* reorganization.

For Keeping Yankees Rolling

YORK—(NEA)—Joe DiMaggio reportedly signed a one-year 


•"• ^ contract at a fiat $90,000. The Yankees' front office 
will say 


nothing more than that its front man got a good raise, however, and 
plainly told him to keep his financial affairs to himself. 


In place of giving the details of the new arrangement, the New York 


American League club announced that the great outfielder collected 
an estimated $386,559.20 in salary and World Series checks in 10 years 
of service. He was worth every cent of it, and then some. 


Messrs. Webb, Topping and Weiss might well have given DiMaggio 


what he wanted, and advertised him as the $100,000 ballplayer he so 
richly deserves to be in. these days of unprecedented attendance. 


That would have increased even DiMaggio's towering stature and 


bucks office magnetism. And to some extent at least it would have 
recompensed the Clipper for some of the lean pay checks he drew 
while having fat'years under Ed Barrow. 


"Ed Barrow refused to pay me what I was worth," he says, register-, 


ing one cf his mighty few complaints. 
y\I3VIAGGIO \vss paid 53500 when he came up from the San Francisco 


club in 1936, and was some time reaching $42,000, which was 


what he collected when he returned from the Army in 1946. Larry 
MacPhail gave him $50,000 in '47, and that base pay and bonus 
arrangement netted him $63,000 last trip. 


Hank Greenberg, Bob Feller, Hal Newhouser and Ted Williams 


have grossed more than DiMaggio in more recent years. 


Of the 15 pennants tha Yanks have won in 28 years only one was 


acquired without Babe Ruth or DiMaggio, and that was in a war year 
There was a three-year lapse between Ruth and DiMaggio. 
As 


extraordinary as he was, Lou Gehrig could not carry the Yankees. 


DiMaggio, now 35, stood out the past two campaigns under dis- 


tressing circumstances. He paced the Yenkees to another pennant 
and World championship in '47 despite an open crescent wound in 
the rim of his heel, the result of the removal of a spur. 


Last season he kept the club in the fight until next to the last day, 


while for three weeks playing with the worst Charley horse of his 
career.
